Stockholm , July 16.— To receive in 
medals the rew ard for th eir strenuous 
exertions in the stadium and to be 
crow ned with laurels as in th e days of 
ancient Greece, A m erican after Amer- 
ean stepped proudly up to King Gun­ 
t e r of Sw eden at th e close of the 
gam es. 
Most 
richly 
endow ed 
was 
J a m e s 
Thorpe, th e Carlisle Indian, 
who captured the all-around events, 
adding a brilliant victory in the dec­ 
ath lo n yesterday to th e conquest in 
the pen tath lon e a rlie r in the meet. For 
th e victory in the penathlon he earned 
the rig ht to hold, until the next Olym­ 
pic m eet, th e challenge cup present*31 
by the king of Sweden, and by winning 
the decathlon he is entitled to the cus­ 
tody of the challenge cup presented by 
the czar of Russia. 
F o r mo3t of the ten days th a t those 
com petitions have held the sp ectators 
e nthralled , th e United S tates had led 
th e re st of th e world combined, but 
a rousing finish by Sw eden and scat 
te rin g points g athered in 
by other 
countries, brought the total scored by 
all o th e r countries up to ninety-four 
w hen th e curtain fell on the m ost suc­ 
cessful set of Olympic gam es since the 
festival was revived in 1896. 
Against 
this the U nited S tates rolled up eigh­ 
ty-five, or a m inority of nine only. Re­ 
sides the U nited S tates only th ree na 
tions earned a score which ran Into 
double 
figures. 
Finland, 
mainly 
thro ug h th e efforts of Kolehm ainen, 
'.he g reat distance 
runner, finished 
second, with twenty-nine. T he Swedes 
landed in third place with twenty-four, 
and of this num ber the final rush yes­ 
te rd a y accounted for fifteen Sw eden's 
ru sh placed G reat B ritain fourth, with 
th irteen , 
while th e o th er countries 
scored as follows: 
Canada, 7; South 
Africa. 
5; 
G erm any, 
G reece 
and 
F rance, 4 each; Norw ay, 2; Hungary, 
1, an d Italy, 1. 
W hen the 1,500-meter run ended the 
try in g decathlon, w hich consisted of 
ten events th a t put the streng th , skill 
a n d agility of the com petitors to a se­ 
v e re test, T horpe had scored a total 
of 8,412 points out of a possible 10,000. 
T h is landed the Indian far ahead of 
his n e a re st com petitor, H. W eislanger 
o f Sweden, who had 7,724 points to his 
credit. 
A nother Swede, Or Lem berg, 
w as th ird w ith 7,412. 
Previous to the victory th a t distin­ 
guished Thorpe as the g reatest all- 
arour.d ath le te in th e world, the U nit­ 
ed 
S tates team had galloped away 
from F ran ce and E ngland in the 1,600- 
m e te r relay race. 
T h e men who wore 
th e sta rs and stripes successfully in 
th is ev en t were M. W. Sheppard, Irish- 
A m erican A. C.; Edw ard F. Lindbergh, 
C hicago A. A.; Ja m e s E. M eredith, 
M ercersburg 
academ y, 
and 
Charles 
R eldpath, Syracuse university. 
In the rem aining events in the day's 
tra c k and field program the United 
S ta te s was shut out. 
T hree Swedes 
took all th re e places in the hop, step 
and step, 
individual honors in th e 
cross-country race w*ent to th e w on­ 
derful Finnish runner, K olehm ainen, 
m akin g the fourth tim e he had dis­ 
tan ced all com petitors in 
as m any 
races at distances from 3,000 to 10,000 
m eters. 
Swedes finished second and 
th ird and besides captured the points 
for team running with Finland second 
a n d E ngland third. 
T h e re was a g re a t throng In the 
sta d iu m 
w hen 
th e 
cerem onies 
of 
a w arding th e prizes began 
Tn the 
royaLbox with King Gustav w'ere sev­ 
eral m em bers of the royal family, in­ 
cluding the crown

ing victory the A m ericans w ere first 
in line as the ath letes m arched sol 
em nly up to the royal box.

C raig, the D etroit boy, was th e first of 
th e A m ericans to receive the m edals 
which his sup rem e speed had earned 
for him. 
The king handed him two 
lau rel w reaths and two gold medals 
to com m em orate his victory in the 
100-meter and 200-meter races.

prize in the 100-meter to A. T. Meyer 
of the 
Irish-Am erican A. C., 
while 
Donald F. Lippincott, the third A meri­ 
can in the race, received his prize 
from Prince Cbarle«

Colum bia, S. C„ July 16.— Accused 
by w itnesses before a legislative in­ 
vestigating com m ittee of selling p a r­ 
dons to convicts and of accepting a 
m onthly rake-off from the blind tigers 
of South Carolina, G overnor Cole L. 
Blease does not propose for the detec­ 
tives to use a dictograph on him, and 
in an effort to p rev ent this he is m a k ­ 
ing access to th e executive m ansion 
very difficult, 
J. N. K ing and O. M. W atson of 
Greenville, S. C„ w ent to the m ansion 
to see the governor about gettin g a 
respite for a negro who is sentenced 
to be banged, and they were ordered 
out as soon as they m ade their busi­ 
ness known. 
T hey say th a t Blease 
flew into a rage as soon as they m e n ­ 
tioned resp iting th e negro, and told 
them the sleuth s w ere “a fte r him w ith 
the dictograph,

K ing said:

been very m ucn htirt by Blease, and if 
Tom F elder 
do esn ’t want to com e 
across the S avannah river, then I will 
accom m odate Blease.”

governor's 
w ishes th e acts of th e com m ittee. 
Jud ge R obert S. H u dspeth of New 
Je rse y told the co m m itteem en if they 
had no choice for c h airm a n which they 
considered better, th e governor would 
like to have W illiam F. McCombs act 
as c h a irm a n —but th a t it w as a m a tte r 
for the com m ittee to decide. 
Ju d g e H udspeth w aited a m om ent 
for som eone to sug gest an o th er can li 
date. 
None having been presented, 
th e judge moved th a t Mr. McCombs 
be elected. 
“ Aye,” said the com m ittee, and it 
was done. 
T he new chairm an was 
sum m oned from a n o th e r room in the 
hotel. Mr. McCombs th an k ed the com ­ 
m ittee, asked the co-operation of each 
of them , and invited suggestions from 
them all as to the m an a g e m e n t of the 
com ing cam paign to the end that their 
work of the su m m er and early fall 
m ight be rew arded with victory.
